One’ gentleman 
said that he would give $1,000 to 
replace the trees in his yard alone, and 
thousands of dollars would not repay for ihe dam- 
agedone to ornamental and shade trees alone, 
THE DAMAGE TO FRUIT TRBES.

THE TANGLED WEB INOPERATIVE ON YESTERDAY. 

At& o'clock in the morning there was nota wire 
leading out of the ceutral telegraphic office that 
was not broken. All through the city whole

cing ‘“‘wires all down. No business received.” 

No markets were received at the exchanges in 
the city, and speculation was virtually stopped 
‘The manager of the Western Union, with accus- 
tomed energy, got repairing squads at work on all 
the lines, but the further they went the worse 
things looked. As fast as they knocked the ice 
from one section of wire, they would strike anoth- 
er justas bad, and their work almost amounted to 
putting upa new line entire. In many cases the 
poles had been toppled over by the weight. It was 
thought during the day that no connection could 
be made by night, but at ten  min- 
utes past Kix Chattanooga clicked 
pack to Atlanta,and we were on the track once 
more. Even then no private buisness 
could be handled,as it was not possible to take over 
one line he busines already accumulated and Tig 
CONSTIIUTION’S compliment of newsand markets. 
Indeed, up to a late hour last night we were afraid 
that we would have to go to press, for the first time 
in our history, without a line of telegraphic matter. 

The wires were being rapidly repaired ‘‘all night 
long,’’ and if there is no further trouble the office 
will be open for business this evening. The people 
never appreciate how thoroughly necessary & tele- 
graph line is, until they find it cut offas it was on 
yesterday. 

THE TELEPHONE WIRES. 

The Atlanta telephone exchange had to suspend 
business. Mr. Jackson, manager of the exchange, 
said that out of one hundred and thirty-five lines 
that were in good erder Monday evening, only five 
could be used yesterday. These five were short 
lines. 

The lines are to be rebuilt immediately, 
and will be run on poles through the streets 
same as the telegraph lines are now run. The 
company will probably put in the new system and 

“run the wires to the new office which they propose 
occupying on the corner of Broad and Marietta 
streets. It is estimated that it will not cost the 
company leas than $2000 or $2,500 to put the ex 
change in as good working order as it was day be- 
fore yestercay.

A DISASTROUS FIRB. 


\New York Growlsg Emulous of Atlanta's Example. 

New York, January 31.—Ata fire in this 
city tu-day the buildings destroyed or dam- 
aged comprised the entire triangular block 
bounded by Park Row, Beekman and Nassau 


streets, and was one of the most crowded 


blocks inthe city, considering the space it 
covered. The upper floors were occupied by 
various manufacturing industries and as the 
composing rooms of many weekly newspapers, 
a miajority of which employed women Ccon- 

sitors. The fire began in the old building 
recently occupied by the World newspaper. 
it was the property of ex-Congressman Or- 
lando B. Potter, and it was very 
large, extending from Park Row to 
Nassau streets along Beekman, with entrances 
only on Park Row and Nassau streets It 
was full of wooden partitions, corridors and 
crooked stairways, and has been for years re- 
garded by firemen with apprehension. Re-

Four men who worked in the burnt build- 
ing had not put in an appearance at their 
respective homes up to 9 o’clock this evening, 
and their names were reported at the police 
station. These are additional to those iden- 
tified as killed or injured. 

New York, January 31.—[Special.]—The 
fire is still burniug fiercely. In the ruins of 
the Park Row buildings the flames will 
hardly be extinguished before morning, and 
it will be late in the day before the debris 
sufticiently cools to allow an exploration.

ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 


An Ullincis Doctor In the Hands of a2 Couple of 
Roughs. 

Quincy, [ll., January 31.—News has just 
been received from Clayton, Ill., that Colonel 
Thos. G. Black, one of the best known and 
most prominent citizens of this county, a 
member of the legislature of 1876, and one of 
the 306 Grant men at the republican national 
convention of 185U, Was assassinated in his 
oftice at Clayton, last night. The excitement 
is intense. The assassin s unknown. Colo- 
nel Black wus a native of Maury county, 
Tennessee, commanded the third calvary 
during the war, was filty-seyen years old, a 
physician, and an exemplary man. 
The cause of the act is inexplicable. 

Later advices sey that two naknown men 
entered Black's office at 7:50 Sunday evening 
and without saying a word one of themstruck 
him witha knife. cutting througa his cout 
and vest. Ashe jumped up the other cut 
him an ugiy gash in the forehead. Both men 
then disappeared suddenly. At midnigi: 
the do@tor was removed to his residence. Thie 
first report was that his wounds were mortal, 
but later advices say not serious. Robbery 
was not attempted and the object is unknown. 
If Dr. Black knows the names of lis assailants 
he keeps them to himself.

An Arrow From a Young Lady’s Bow Enters a 
Man’s Skull. 

CINCINNATI, January $1.—A rather queer 
and distressing accident occurred at the meet- 
ing of the Cincinnati archery club at the 
Lookout house. The club meets there for 
practice. Jacob Miller, the private watch- 
man of the place, had been engaged to gather 
up thearrows. ‘The sport had not been long 
going on when Miller, who was standing at 
what apparently seemed a safe distance from 
the target, was struck in the head by a flying 
arrow trom the bow of Miss McCall, of Tuscu- 
lum, The entire party were horrified af see- 
ing the unfortunate mian fall seemingly life- 
less to the ground. Lientenant Davis and 
Patrolman Mulholland, who happened to be 
near by, picked the wounded man up and 
carried him totbe oftice of Dr. Keller. An 
examination showed that the arrow point, 
which is of metal and shaped likea pistol 
cartridge, had entered the head just back of 
the left ear. Sometime was needed to re- 
move the missile, which had penetrated only 
the outer covering of the skull. After that 
Miller was carried to his room in the Lookout 
house, where he will be confined for some 
days. The fair archer felt very badly over 
the affair, which was purely an accident.

THE LEADEN HEEL 


OF JUSTICE PRES-ING THE ASSASr 
SIN DOWN. 


A Conviction Acknowledged to be Withou’ Hope 
of Rever al—Mr. Scoville, Penniless, Appeals 
for Aid to Enabls Him to Pursue His 
Case—Disposing of Guitteau’s Mail. 


Wasainotos, February 1.—Mr. Scoville has 
issued an address to the American people 
saying he has defended Guiteau through a 
long trial agaimst heavy odds from loyalty to 
his wife, who is Guiteau'ssister; from a belief 
in the insanity of the prisoner, and the de- 
fense therefore required by humanity and to 
save the nation from the disgrace of hanging 
an insane and irresponsible man to gratify 
popular vengeance, and for the purpose of 
placing on the records of history the impossi- 
bility of an American citizen of sound mind 
shooting the president of the 
States. Tue verdict is against Guiteau. Mr. 
Scoville’s means of living are exhausted, and 
he has incurred debts to support his family 
during the long absence from his business, 
and his business itself has suttered. The ver- 
dict is against Guiteau, and to carry the mat- 
ter further will require the service of addi- 
tional counsel to argue the point raised in the 
behalf. To pay such counsel 
himself the means to live 
while the case is pending, he appeals 
to the public to assist him. Without finan- 
cial aid he will be compelled to abandon the

He was found by a reporter to-day opening 
Guiteau’s mail, numbering hundreds of let 
ters, many containing checks for fabulous 
sums.

Mr. Scoville having learned from experi- 
ence that none were genuine, he wished it. to 
be known that after tu-day no further notice 
Will be taken of muxil addressed to Guiteau.

FEDERAL FACTS. 


Criticising Mr. Blaine—The Proceedings of Congress. 

W asHincton January 31.—fhe Republican 
says that on Friday last the name of William 
Nichols was sent to the senate as postmaster 
of Norfolk, Va. 
was not the intentional act of the president, 


This nomination of Nichols 


nor was it known by the postmaster general 
or the lirst assistant. The president’s atten- 
tion being called to it, he was greatly sur- 
prised at the nomination having been unwit- 
tingly signed by him with others. The pust- 
master general and = =his first assisiant 
found that the clerk of the department 
had prepared the nomination without any 
authority, and handed it in with others he 
had been directed to make out. The presi- 
dent at once directed the withdrawal of the 4 
nomination, not because it was not his act, 
but that of a very sharp or very dull clerk. 
An investigation 18 to be had. 

Senator-elect Riddleberger, Governor Came- 
ron, and a number of members of the Vir- 
vinia legislature, besides other prominent 
readjusters, are here to-day to assist Sen- 
ator Mahone in his fight against rep- 
resentative Jorgensen over the Norfolk post- 
oftice. Mahone, Cameron and Riddleberger 
called on the president to-day and jvoined in 
the protest against the appointment of 
Nichols. They urged that the nomination be 
withdrawn, and represent, so itis said, that 
to make the appointment would be injurious 
to the interest of the coalition party; that it 
would give encouragement to the republican 
opponents of the coalition, just now at a 
critical time, when that party has an internal 
quarrel on hand about the state auditorship. 
Mahone’s friends still deciare that Nichols’s 
nomination will be withdrawn. 

The president to-day withdrew the nomina- 
tion of Henry B. Nichols to be postmaster at 
Norfolk, Virginia, which was sent to the sen- 
ate on the 27th instant. 

CONTESTED ELECTIONS. 


The sub-committee of the house election 
committee reported to the full committee to- 
day in the case of Lanier against King, from 
the fifth district of Louisiana. It recom- 
mended that the contest be dismissed. ‘This 
conclusion was based on the fact that the con- 
testant had filed no evidence to substantiate 
his claim to the seat nuw occupied by Mr. 
King. The full committee adopted this re- 
port and authorized the chairman to submit 
the same to the house. 

In the contested case of Mackey against 
O'Connor or his heirs, of the second South 
Carolina district, the sub-commitee recom 
mended thut the protest of Dibble, sitting 
member, be overruled, his protest is sub- 
stantially that as he (Dibble) was appointed 
by the governor to fill a vacancy caused by 
the death of O'Conner his seat is not subject 
to contest. The fuil committee didn’t finally 
dispose of this case, but decided to hear argu- 
mentin regard to the protest of Dibble on 
Friday next. 

BLAINE'S DEFENSE. 


Blaine’s published defense of his South 
American policy has been the subject of con- 
siderable comment and criticism among re- 
publican members of congress. A prominent 
western senator said that Blaine’s policy as 
to South America was outrageuvus; that it 
was like an overgrown man threatening a 
child with violence without any provocation. 
Another western senator, hitherto a prv- 
nounced Blaine man, said that this had 
undoubtediy hurt Blaine considerably. 
Blaine’s friends say the untriendly comments 
towards him are indulged in to a cunsiderabie 
extent here in Washington ‘because it is sup- 
posed itis popular with the powers that be, 
but Blaine’s strength is among the people, 
and they will sustain him.

New Haven, January 31.—Within the past 
few weeks much that is new to the public in 
the Malley case has come to the knowledge of 
the public. Blanche Douglass has decided to 
testify against the Malley boys, and will be 
one of the principal witnesses for the state. 
Itis known that she has talked with her 
counsel about the matter and they will not 
deny that she intends to testify against her 
old associates. Little by little new facets have 
come to light concerning what Blanche Doug- 
lass testified to before the jury of inquest at 
West Haven, after her ineffectual fiight to 
New York. Blanche went on to say that

her first acquaintance with Walter 
Malicy commenced six mon-hs_ before 
her first visitto New Haven.

Walter, Blanche, James 
and Jennie Cramer had been riding. Instead 
of returning home they were driven tothe 
Foote building, where Walter and James 
Malley, Jr., entertained them. While there 
Walter and Blanche Douglass slipped eff in 
one room by themselves, and left James Mal- 
ley, Jr.. and Jennie Cramer in another room. 
While Blanche was in the room with Walter 
she heard Jennie Cramer cry out repeatedly, 
“Don't! don’t!’ and directly Blanche and 
Walter came out and all went home. 

On Monday night, August 3, Jennie Cramer 


(who had already told her mother that she 
was suspicious oi Blanche Douglass and 
the Mallevs) went to Blanche Douglass's 
rooms at the Elliott house. James 
Malley, Jr., was there when Jennie came 
in. James urged Jennie to go up to Walter 
Malley’s house, and she finally consented. 
When at the Malley house Blanche Douglass 
was not sick, according to her own confession, 
but only feigned sickness to induce Jennie to 
stay. While the young men and Blanche 
Douglass were urging Jennie toremain, James 
Malley, Jr., picked her up and carried her 
struggling up to a room above, where he 
passed the night with her. Jennie's outcries 
were such that Blanche, alarmed, urged Jen- 
nie from without not to make so much noise for 
fear that it mightalarim the neighbors. Blanche 
spent Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
nights (the latter was the one Jennie died) 
with Waiter Malley at his own home, she 
claimed, The body of Jennie Cramer was dis- 
covered at West Haven Saturday morning. 
August 6. Blanche next told the jury that 
Sunday afternoon and evening, after she had 
been forced to remove from the Elliott house 
to the Austin house, she was occupied with 
Walter and James Malley, Jr.,and John 
Duff, Jr.,. who had been summaned hastily 
from New York, in concocting a story he told 
before the coroner's jury. The Malieys had 
already engaged counsel. Half a dozen stories 
were proposed and rejected. Finally the one 
used was agreed upon. It was decided that 
all the party should insist that they never saw 
Jennie Cramer alive later than Thursday 
noon. 
AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 

The social power of the Malleys, their 
wealth and influence, have had an effect to 
make witnesses reluctant. Of the class of 
unwilling witnesses is a man who, after the 
jury of inquest closed its session, told a per- 
sun interested in the prosecution the fultuw- 
lug story: “Friday night, August 5,I went 
down through the grove (where the flying- 
horses, swings, base ball tents, etc., were) late 
in the evening and saw Jennie Cramer and 
the Malley boys in front of Howe’s saloon 
(which is at, or near, the water's edge). 
turned, and after awhile went up toward 
Hinman’s. By and by I came back, 
and it was quite late. | saw a party of 
four, two gentlemen and two ladies. One of 
the ladies was dressed in white. They were 
coming east from in frontof the Temple Bar 
saloon (next to Howe’s place). They came 
around the corner down onto the shore, and 
were wrangling and pulling at each other. 
When I saw the Malley party before one of 
the boys was passing out drinks to the others. 
I have lived in"'New Haven, and know them 
After they went onto the shore they went 
east (toward where Jennie Cramer's body was 
found the next day), and I passed on toward 
the west and up through thegrove. The cars 
had all gone in and the grove was deserted. 
The lights were pretty much out.. I have no 
doubt as to who the party were.” 

A few days after this story was told, two of 
the coroner’s jury approached this witness to 
get him to make an affidavit. Hethen told a 
modified version of. what he had seen, as fol- 
lows: “I went around awhile at the shore, 
late, the evening of Friday, August Sth, but 
notinthe grove. As I walked toward the 
west, all the horse-cars having gone into the 
city, I saw a party of four, two ladies and two 
gentlemen, coming around the corner of the 
Temple bar, and they went down on the 
shore. One of the ladies was dressed in white, 
but I wiil not say thatshe was Jennie Cramer. 
I will not now say that I knew the gentlemen 
to be the Malleys, or that I had g-en them bLe- 
fore and recognized them earlierin the even- 
ing.

Wanted for Murder. 
St. Louis Republican. 

United States Deputy Marshal John Rich- 
ards of the western district of Missouri passed 
through the city yesterday, having in charge 
William Wynn, who is indicted in Wright 
county, Mo., for the murder of United States 
Deputy Marshal Metcalf, in August, 1874. At 
the time of the murder Wynn escaped, though 


closely pursued by a vengeful mob. Since 
that time all efforts to capture him have been 
unavailing, and though a watchful eye has 
been kept, the authorities could not succeed 
in locating their man. Last Christmas Mar- 
shal Richards heard that his man was in At- 
lanta, Ga. It seem that Wynn corresponded 
with some of his relatives and the outcome 
was that the authorities became aware of his 
hiding place. The deputy marshal started 
last week and reached Atlanta in due time, 
where he learned the rendzvous of Wynn. 

He found his man at a farm house near 
Somerville, Chatooga county, Georgia, where 
he had hired asa hand, and when the mar- 
shal told his errand he tried to get where his 

n was hanging, but finding himself covered 
or the marshal’s revolver surrendered. Dur- 
ing the trip Wynn attempted to escape from 
the cars while in motion although manacled. 
The marshal then fastened him with brace 
chains to the seat and he had no further 
trouble. 

This is the third person arrested as William 
Wynn. Each of the others proved, however, 
not to be the right man, This time it 1s 
thought the identification is complete. 

The Wynn family moved fromthat neigh- 
borhood to Wright county a few years before 
the murder, and immediately after tle crime 
was committed William Wynn went back to 
Georgia, where he assumed the name of 
Wade, aud has remained ever since, leadinga 
lawless life, his associates, male and female, 
being of the worst class. Old residents of 
Chatooga county have no doubt of his identi- 
ty and the officials are certain they have at 
last captured the right man. Wynn is about 
thirty-eight years old and is said to have four 
wives living, from none of whom he has been 
divorced.

All 
had dropped their hats as they ran, and after 
reaching the house Henslee left the deputy 
marshal alone with his prisoner and went in 
search of the missing tiles. No one 
was visible about the premises when 

Henslee left. Henslee found the 
hats and returned to the house, As he 
came near he heard sounds as of a terrible 
struggle anda pistol shot. He made a rush, 
and, as he entered, a revolver was shoved 
under his nose, and he complied with the 
order to surrender. An instant seryed to 
reveal to him the situation. The lifeless body 
of the deputy marshal was lying on the bed, 
and Wynn's two sons and three women were 
inthe room. The revolver which had ‘'per- 
suaded”’ him to surrender was in the hands 
of one of the boys. One of the women 
walked up to the bed, and, shaking her fist in 
the dead man’s face, said, ‘‘That’s what be- 
comes of men who boast they can get five 
hundred dollars out of distillers.’”” Old man 
Wynn was sitting on the bedside with the 
dead officer’s pistol in his hand. A parley 
was held, during which the Wynns_ told 
Henslee that some one had fired from the 
outside through the window, killing Metcalf 
instantly Henslee was allowed to retire, He 
hastily returned to Hartville and the sheriff 
deputized ten men who went tothe home of 
the Wynns and got the body of the official 
and arrested the younger Wynn. The other 
two- -father and son—disappeared, and it was 
supposed went back to Georgia, whence they 
had come to Wnght county.

Loug 
Street belug the judge presiding. in a short Gime 
he settled at Kuoxville, Crawlerd county, and there 
eniered on the pracuce of tis profession, He repre- 
sented that county in the legislature from 1528 to 
Isl], both these years inclusive, and in Is32 Wasa 
delegate to the anti tariff convention, and was one 
of those who seceded from that convention ln Com 
pany with John Forsyth. Towards the close o1 1s32 
he removed to ‘Jalbot county and formed a part- 
hership with Colonel George W. Towns (afterwards 
governor),and he practiced asa member of the law 
tirm-of Warner & Towus until made judge of the 
Coweta circuit. That circuit was created in the 
Winter of 1833, and though he did not reside within 
it, the general assembly elected bim to preside over 
it. Histirstcourt Washeld atGreenville, Meriwether 
county, on the fourth Monday in February, 1831; 
wand abouta year later he removed into the circuit 
and establisned his residence in the vicinity of 
Greenville, aud here Was his home tor the rest of 
his life. Re-elected Judge iu 1556, for four years, he 
served out the term, and in ISt0 was again a candi 
date, but the legislature, Gitfering with him in 
politics, dechued 


Mua, returnued Wilh succor Lo Libose 
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to renew his commission and 
elected his competitor, dlon. Williain Ezzard, to 
succeed him. Kesuming the practice, he entered 
Into partuership with his brother, Obediah Warner 
The firm of H. & O. Warner existed for some years 
and enjoyed a large and lucrative’ busilress. 
yn 7845, on the organization of the supreme court. 
he, though «a denocrat, and though the whigs were 
in power, Was unanimously elected to what, 1h 
view of the comparative iength of the term, was the 
middle or inute;mediate position on the bench of 
this tribunal, his term of office being tour years, 
Whilst the terms of the other two judges, his col- 
leagues, were six and two years respectively. 
Elected again in IM49, for six years, he served until 
June, 1853, and then resigned and returned to the 
bar. dn idsso he was clected to congress, aud in 
ISo0 Wasa member of the secession convention. 

Aiter the war he was called to resume judicial 
functions by executive appointment, in the spring 
of 1866, to4 Vacancy ou the beuch of the Coweta 
circuit. The people of the circuit elected him to 
the same position in the following January, and in 
June, 1867, he was appoinved by the governor chief 
justice ot the supreme court, in consequence of 
the death of Chief Justice Lumpkin. Keconstruc 
tion supervened, and a new organizauion of the 
‘courttook piace under the constitution of 1865, 
when, though he was of Opposite politics, he was 
nominated by Governor Bullock to a place on the 
bench as one of the associate justices, and con- 
firmed by the senate. Fora second and last time 
he became chief justice in January, 1572, on the re- 
tirefhent of Chiet Justice Lochrane, and remained 
in ottive until August, 1SS0, when he resigned and 
his life’s work was finished. He died in Atlanta 
on the 30th day of June, 188], and was buried in 
the villarge Cemetery at Greenville by the side of 
his departed wife, Who was Sarah Watts, the datgh- 
ter and only child of Edmond Abercombie, of Han 
cock county, and to whom he was married in the 
year 1827. He left one daughter, Mrs. Mary Jane 
Hill, wife of Colonel A. F. Hill. She is the mother 
of a numerous family of chiidren, to whom he was 
a devoted grandfather, and whose warm and affee- 
tiovare attachment in return cheered and brighten- 
ed his oldage. 

iu pouluice JUdge Warner was a republican of the 
Jeffersouian schovl, and in his early manhood was 
an member of What was calied in Georgia the Clarke 
party. After the days of that party he was a na 
tionul democrat, and so remained to the clos@of 
his life. He wasanardent friend of the union, 
and in the convention of 1860 opposed secession, 
but on the passage of the ordinance signed it in 
ioken of his determination toadhere to the _for- 
tunes of the state as moulded by a majority of his 
colleagues, though his own judgment disapproved 
of their action. 

The resuit of the war to him personally was the 
emancipation of over one hundred slaves, besides 
heavy lussesin other respecis, but his spirit re- 
mained uubroken, and upon the remnantof his 
fortune he built up, by his earnings and savings, 
an estate ample for his own comfort, and affording 
a helpful provision for his grandchildren. Though 
so much of his life was given to the study, practice 
and administration of the law, he was by no means 
amier lawyer, but bad extensive information and 
sound opinions upon many practical subjects, and 
was, prior to and during the War, a most successful 
planter on a large scale. lie delighted 
in agriculture, and was always in 
«lose and kindly sympathy with the tillers 
of the suil. With about equal fitness he could be 
classed either as a farmer-judge or a judge-farmer. 
Nor was he indifferent to any other of the useful 
yocations or material interests of the world. He 
maintained a vigilant outlook upon all the great 
departments of industry and enterprise, aid was 
alive to every agency and indécation of prosperity, 
‘whether for his neighborhood, his county, his state 
or the United Swutes. He believed in ‘getting 
along,’’ and had no taste for inaction or reactlon 
He possessed no element of the recluse or the 
dreamer. He loved contact with haid, practical 
facts, and with the movementand push of busy 
life; when he could not take part as an actor, he 
looked ou as an interested spectator. 

In religious faith and practice he was reared a 
Presbyterian, ard though he never became a com- 
municant of that orany other chureh, he lived and 
died a believerin the iuspiration of the Bible, the 
truth of Christianity and in the distinctive tenets 
of the denomination to which his ancestry be- 
longed, and to whose formative influence his own 
childhood and youth had been subjected. His last 
illness was protracted and painiul. He bore it 
with exemplary fortitude, and was not afraid to 
die. Holding fast to the spirit of Christiausity he 
was in no trepidetion, though he had not been an 
observer of all of its forms. The effect of physical 
suffering upen his personal appearance Was, to- 
wards the Just, remarkable. It seemed to have 
purged out ali the animal] from his nature and leit 
only the spiritual. He looked like a noble bust, 
earved by sume great artist of antiquity from the 
purest marble, and animated with the soul of a 
nero. His countenance wes & model of refined 
grace and dignity, and his head was majesty per- 
sonified. 
aonris long and able judicivl career was and will 
ever be his life’s crowning glory. He serv ed onthe 
circuit bench with distinction and on the supreme 
bench with pre-eminent reputauion, | Betw een the 
delivery of his first and his lust opinion 1n this tri 
bunal wasan interval of more than thirty-fous 
years, and tne aggregute number ol ale Openions 
may be stated with a fair approach to acc uracy at 
1,969, of which number 735 were dissenting Opin- 
ions. They are contained in the Georgia reports— 
volumes 1 to 18 and volumes 06 to boa ae of 
forty three volumes.

He eschewed 
bad habits, but way assiduous in the cultivation of 
good ones. His uniform regularity of life contrib- 
uted greatly, as he himself believed, to preserve 
health and soften the approaches of old age: and 
his physical preservatior was, iudeetl, remarkable, 
as down to thecommencement of his finul sickness 
he Was perhaps twenty years youuger in appear- 
ance than in fact. His menjal vigor. also, was but 
slightly impaired exceptin the attribute of quick- 
ness, and even in that he had twice or thrice the 
celerity of the average old man. 

Long as he lived and much as he accomplished, 
there was, when he went into retires ment, some- 
thing like a general opinion, that he was not worn 
out—that he had capabilities for more work, and 
would reappearon the active scenes of life. His 
friends, notwithstanding his forebodings that on 
ceasing to incor he would soon cease to live , were 
sanguine thathe had befure him the prospect of a 
robust avd protracted old age, and that he would 
Chjoy in retrospect much of the past which he had 
been too busy ty enjoy wheh it was the present 
But bhisown presentiment proved wo be the trues 
aug ry; in jess than one year after he put off 

harness, aud withdrew from the accustomed 
round of daily duties, he was taken from earth. and 
transferred, we devoutly hope, to mmansions of ever 
lasting rest.

following response to the report of the com- 
mittce: 

To sit by in silence upon this occasion would be 
anactof injustice both to the distinguished dead 
and to myself. 1 must be permitted, therefore. to 
vive expression to the high appreciation in which 
1 held the late Chief Justice of this court. 

Our firstintimate acquaintance began with the 
Opening session of the 84th congress of the United 
States, nOW more than a quarter of a century ago. 
Froi that day to the last day of his life, whenever 
and wherever we met, we always met as frieuds, 
He had, and deserved to have both my coutidence 
and my rr spect: yea more, he had my admiration 
for his many noble traits of character asa mun, aud 
for hisability asa lawperanda judge. 

The tribute to’is memory just offered by the 
committee, truly represents the qualities of the 
man; he Was strong in intellect, wiil, purpose and 
integrity, and I will add in all the attributes which 
fita man for high jucicial station. ’Tis said, 
“Plate sin with gold, aud the strong lance of 

tice breaks; 
Clothe itin rags,and a pigmy’s straw can pterce 
A 

Not where Warner sat could this be charged. His 
devotion to a legal princivle, was stroiger than his 
friendship for any man; his. strict sense of justice, 
as founded in law, was followed whereverit led: 
his decisions were but his convictions of law, and 
he would stand -toi‘s cold letterat the risk of the 
loss of friends or place. 

So fixed was his purpose to administer the law 
that he was thought by some to have been cold and 
indifferent toits Consequences, Whilst it was but 
his loyalty to the law alone that governed his ae- 
tion. 

i knew much of his life's history, 6btained from 
hisown lips. I know of his early struggles with 
adverse fortune, and [I kitow how his success was 
Won. He had aun aimiin life il was to become dis- 
tinguished in his profession. He took the road tnat 
led toits accomplishment, and he never ullowed 
any seductive influences to entice him into diverg- 
ing paths. He made companions of his law books 
until his fondness for them became stronger than 
his companionship for men, and hence he was of- 
tener sought as a lawyer and a judge taan as a man 
for political station. 

And as has been said, he left behind him in near- 
ly fifty volumes of our reports the evidence of his 
laburand iearning Had he owned the wealth of 
the state, his bereaved ones could not bave built of 
brass or of marble so grand a monument to perpet- 
uate hismemory as is contained in the silent lines 
of these reports, now read and appreciated in every 
state«fthisunion. ‘‘The true measure of a man at 
last is what be made himself.’’ Takiag, then, this 
as the standard, we see that he has used his time 
and thonghts to mould into immortal form the 
measure of his greatness, and left itin a shape to 
benefit hiscountrymen forever. 

Let me repeat that justice to my departed friend 
forbade my silence. lonly regret my inability to 
speak of him as he deserved, 


Justice A. M. Speer responded as follows: 


It was neither my privilege nor good fortune to be 
on terms of personal intimacy with the late vener- 
able Chief Justice of whom your report so eloquent- 
ly and truthfully speaks bnt the lawyer who has 
not become familiar with his judicial life in the 
records of this court confesses himself a sjranger to 
the jurisprudence of our state. While neitner 
gifted with the rich and np 7 ey eloquence of 
the first chief justice or distinguished for the 
smooth, classic style of Judge Nisbet—his two asso- 
eciates on the bench in the organization of this 
court—yet his opinions upon record were excclied 
by neitherin the clear, lucid presenta*ion of the 
questions submitted or the purity and vigor of tre 
st\lein which he discussed them. His opinions 
hear the highest evidence of the thorough cultiva- 
tion of his reas ning faculties—expressed in the 
purest Anvlo-Saxon language, without effort at 
embellishment, and with the purpose alone to 
make clear and comprehensible the conclusions to 
which the logie of the argument led him. 

The mind of Judge Warner was pre-eminently 
judicial. Thorougbly versed in the principtes of 
law asascience, aided by a memory remarkable 
in retaining eases ia which those principles had 
been applied by the greatest lights of the judicia- 
rv. he was rarely at fault in his convictions, 

“To him the science of law and its investigations, 
however abstruse or perplexing, rever lost their 
charm. The great Pelt ed oe principles lying at 
the foundation of our social fabric, under consti- 
tutional government, be clung to,with a fixedness 
and fidelity that neither publie opinion, popular 
clamor nor the fearful,condition ofa ruined and im- 
poverished peeple, could fora moment affect. In 
spite of constitutional conventions, legislative en- 
actments, and the wreck and ruin of a plundered 
and impoveri-hed people, he planted himself up- 
on the sacredness of contracts—firmly and un- 
flinchly breasted the storm—until the supreme ju- 
dicial tribunal of the government vindicated his 
loyalty to constitutional principles and chrystalized 
his dissenting judgment by an affirmance on their 
records, there to remain as a memorial of his abil- 
ity and a_ record of his fideiity to duty. 
Thorough master of the common law asa scence, 
to his latest life he made Blackstone his compan- 
ion, and annually from its pages refreshed his 
knowledge of their elementary principles—whose 
wisdom and justice now rule so 
the human race. But neither talents nor service— 
neither learning or logic—neither unsullied reco ds 
nor fidelity to trust can avert the doom that pru- 
nounces all men mortal. Itis the longing of every

[n the lust conversation I had with Judge War- 
ner, abouta week before his death, when he saw 
theendin full view, and almost immediate, | 
said to him: ‘ You know, judge, who « to trust in 
this emergency.”’ The reply of the dying man 
was: “ido. You know I have been longa be- 
lieverin the religion of Christ.”’ 

I did know it, for often in this room, when his 
hal h was good, we had conversed on the subject, 
compared with which law, honor, earthly emolu- 
mentand glory siik intoinsignificance. Gentlemen 
the sanctined prayer of that muther followed this 
man to his grave. ‘he breast which nourished his 
helpless infaucy was the instrumeut in God's 
handsto administer comfort in the feebleness of 
age, and solave and hope in the hour and agony of 
d ath.

The killing 
was no more nor less than wanton 
and premeditated murder The murderer, 
officer though he was and on duty when the killing 
occurred, should suffer the extreme penalty for his 
crime. The use of deadly weapons by those ap- 
pointed to protect society has become altogether too 
frequent. In commenting on the foreguing facts 
the Boston Herald indorses the English system of 
depriving police oflicers of firearms, and of equip- 
ping them for offensive and defensive work with 
the ‘‘truncheon’’ only. If London policemen can 
maintain order without the use of the deadly re- 
volver, American policemen , can. There 
are no burglars and thugs more 'vi- 
cious than those who infest the slums 
of the English capital. There are instances on re- 
cord in this city where well-fed officers, fearful of 
being blowed by a hard chase, have used their re- 
volvers on some innocent or guilty fugitive. The 
revolver in such cases has been a mere matter of 
convenience. The absolute necessity for its use 
does not occur to one policeman iu ten thousand, 
fhe moral effect of carrying ua nace is as powerful 
as that of carrying a revolver, since an equal 
amount of terror is excited. In the handsofa 
cowardly.and nervous officer the mace is nota hun- 
dredth part as dangerous.

enduring and recuperating power, and lives to a 
green old age, unless peradventure he falls a victim 
to the national vice--opium smoking. He reveres 
the past, and such is his innate courervutism that 
he is tilling the soil with the implemeiits that were 
used # thousand years ago. He rejects inno- 
vations, yet Europeans have SUCCESS 
fully introduced glurss to take the 
place of paper, and owing to its cheapness 
some kinds of keresene have been acceptedasa 
part of the domestic economy. The wages of labor 
ure low, but in some parts of China a family of six 
persons may live a month on$4. The Chinaman is 
elaborately poliie, but he is notatrnth teller. He 
is notaggressive; indeed, he is a peacemaker and 
has a profound respect for constituted authority, 
but wants his government toyvovern him as little as 
possible. The condition of Woman in China may 
be inuferred fromthe fact that Confucius viewed 
her as a necessary evil. Like the American woman, 
she isthe martyr of fashion, but Chinese philoso- 
phers hold that squeezing her feet until they are 
nomore thanthree inches in 1] ngth is not so in- 
a as tight lacing. Women in the flowery 
<ingdom are practically nonentities, and yet for 
twenty years gpa last year, when the Queen 
Dowa-+er died, two women were recents, and now 
the regency is held by a woman.

The general council convened in called ses- 
sion last night, in response to a call issued by 
Mayor English at the request of Major H. V. 
McCracken, superintendent of construction of 
the Cincinnati and Georgia railroad. ‘ 
When the roll was called several members 
were absent, but all came in during the evyen- 
ing except Councilman Pinson. | 
Mayor English caused the clerk to read the 
communication received by him from Major 
McCracken, and presented the following com- 
munication from Major MCracken to the city 


council: 

To the honorable mayor and city council of the 
city of Atlanta: 

in consequence of an ordinance passed by your 
honorable body on Wednesday evening, 2tB lu- 
stant, | have beem ordered by (he managers of our 
company to a all work in and near the city. 

Iam satisfied that there was no disposition on 
the part of the couucil ii any way to inflict a wroug 
on our company, and we respectfully ask that the 
same be rescinded and that such other action 4s 
the council may deem necessary be taken in the 
premises. H. V. MCCRACKEN, 
Superintendent of Construction. 

Atthe suggestion of Alderman Lowry the 
ordinance under consideration was read. He 
stated that many citizens thought the ordi- 
nance would do harm, and that while he be- 
lieved that such was not the case, at the same 
time he moved that it be referred to the ordi- 
nance committee, so that it might for a sec- 


ond time receive their consideration and ex- 
amination. 

Councilman Knapp said: “I think that.is 
I think the subject has been 
thoroughly sifted. It would only consume 
time with nothing to gain. I offer as a sub- 


stitute for the resolution of Alderman Lowry, 
that the city council rescind the ordinance.” 

Atthis juncture ascene came hear occur- 
ring. Mr. Knapp stated that Councilmen 
Johnson, Reynolds and Howell, all in faver 
of repealing theZordinance, were absent.

The motion of- Mr. Lowry_to submit the 
matter to tne ordinance committee, with Al- 
derman Beerman added to the committee, 
prevailed, and the council took a recess while 
the committee retired to consider the ordi- 
nance. 

At10 o'clock the commit returned to 
the council chamber, and affer calling the 
body together Mayor English asked if the 
conimittee was ready to report.

Atianta, Ga., January 31, 1882.—[Special 
Correspondence.}—In | respose to many in- 
quiries from parties who desire to investigate 
the matter as to the cost of cotton seed mills 
the probable profits and methods, I submit 
the following: : 

My former letter covered all genera] points 
of interest and I propose this morning merely 
to give such details as I have gathered that 
may be useful to those intending to build 
and that answer the questions that have been 
asked most frequently. 

In order to give the best information upon 
the subject 1 sought a gentleman in this city 
who has been connected with cotton seed 
mills for years, who is now engaged in selling 
cotton seed oil, and who is vouched for as 
authority on any subject that he will give an 
opinion on. He is careful, prudent, and

“In the first place the machinery is most of 
it built-expressly for the purpose. The hy- 
draulic presses which are used are the most 
expensive part of the outfit. A great deal of 
ground and sheds are needed in order to keep 
the seed dry, and these must be fitted with 
elevators on which the seed is passed from 
one room to the other occasionally so that it 
will get an airing and prevent heating or fer- 
mentation. This is the first process in making 
nil. The seed having been aired and put in 
‘right condition for the mil} they 
are then passed to the = linters. 
This is a very important process, as an average 
of three per cent of lint is taken from the 
Seed right here. This lint, amounting to sixty 
pounds to every ton of seed, is sold for bat- 
tingjand the average price obtained for it this 
year was 6% cents, making about four dollars 
worth of lint taken from every ton of seed. 
After the seed leaves the linters it is then put 
in the hulling machine. Thehulls, when 
taken off, are used as fuel. The hull furnishes 
more fuel than is necessary to work the seed. 
The residue of the burned hulls is called cot- 
ton ash and contains 10 per cent of pure 
potash, and hasan immediate commercial and 
fertilizing value. The bulk of the seeds. after 
being hulled, are rolled over a series of rollers 
that press them intoa that substance without 
expressing any of the vil. This isthen put 
into hair cloth boxes which are themselves 
Phey are 
not putin water but are subjected to steam 
boiling, and after having been properly boiled 
are then putin the press and the oil is ex- 
pressed.’

“Yes, sir, and the process of refining is en: 
tirely distinct from the seed oi] mill. The 
rejinery isa distinct establishment calling for 
a distinct set of machinery for a distinet pro- 
cess und is usually under another manage- 
ment. Itis uo more connected with a cotton 
seed miil than acotton factory is connected 
with a gin.” 

“The machinery and outfit wiil cost $30,000 
you say?” 

“Yes, and you can see where the money 
will go to by running over the account of the 
process required.”’ 

“Where can this machinery be bought?" 

“It can be. bought piecemezi from various 
machine works that make it, orit can be er- 
deredin bulk from persons who are prepared 
to fill such orders. There are two or three 
such places in the United States, all of which 
aré reliable and have frequently tilled orders 
for miils. They understand where the Dest 
machinery @an #e bought and the best com- 
binations made.” 

“What working capital would it require in 
addition to the $30,000?" 

“That depends upon circumstances, If a 
company is properly organized and has sufli- 
cient credit very little would be needed, but it 
would be best to put aside about $20,000 as a 
working capital, making an outlay of 50,000 
for a fifty barred mill. You see the work is 
all done in the winter, and it is necessary to 
have the capital to command the mate- 
rial in sufficient quantity whenever it 1s 
wanted to run the mill for the entire six 
months.” 

“What are the profits of the business?” 

“T am not willing to«*tate. Indeed it would 
be very hard to state definitely what the 
profit would be under any given circum- 
stances, there are so many contingencies. 
This season it happens that all the products 
of the milils—the cotton ash, the cotton meal, 
the lint and the oil are in demand, and bring 
high prices, consequently the mills have 
made a great deal of money. Otber years 
have not been so fortunate. It is fair to say 
however that the southern milis have’ been 
prosperous to a very great degree, and the re- 
sults achieved have beew such as toinduce the 


building of mew milis with great rapidity.’ 


There were fourteen new mills put ap in the 
south laat year. A significant fac: is that 
three of themew mills were put up..t Mem 
phis, where four were already ranging, and 
where information on the subject was the 
fullest. Without going into details, I will 
say that there are few davestments that will 
pay better than this if it is properly man- 
aged."’ 

“Will the éncrease be very rapid in the 
future?” 

“Undoubtedly. There are two charters for 
mills in Atlamta. Companies stand behind 
each ready and anxious tw build. Two will be 
built as soon as it is thought that enough seed 
can be procured to justify <wo mills in start- 


ing.’ 


“Is the buying of seed a great trouble?” — 

“That is the only trouble. and that 1s 
really the first’ point that any «me 
about to build should investigate. 
He should be certain that he can get a suili- 
cient supply of seed delivered at the point at 
‘which his inill is to be located. There is Jess 
trouble now about getting seed than formerly, 
as the price has risen to about fifteen cents 2 
bushel. When the price — 
twelve cents, the farmers did not care to seil 
but used it on their farms or wasted it. At fit- 
teen cents it pays the farmer to look after it and 
see that it is delivered at some mill and sold, 
Itismy opinion thatin a lew gp ae 
available point in the south will be occ <i 
by a cotton seed oil mi}l, and that the bulk o 
the crop will be utilized. 

“You find no trouble about

alone whatever. When we first started 
this trouble was vo ya ‘way; we had to mix 
our oil with linseed and other oils in order to 
sell it, and we were afraid to say that it was 
cotton seed oil that we were offering. Now 
all that fwehanged and the cotton seed oi] has 
demonstrated its purity, efficiency and value, 
and the mills could sell at profitable figures 
very much more than they produce, I might 
say an indefinite amount.

necessary to bring a beat biscuit to full per- 
fection.) *‘This testimony is that of almost 
every one who has tried it,”’ 


“Does the meal sell as rapid)y as the oil?” 
Yes, the mval is undoubtedly the best | 
cattle food in the world. The chemist of the 
German government having been ordered to ' 
make an analysis of the leading 
stock foods. and give the nutritive 
qualities of each, made the following 
report: Taking oat mea! as a standard of iJv 
he reported that corn meal was 113, pea meal 
150, and cotton seed meal 170. The American 
dairy association made a report upon this 
subject, and declared that one bushel of cor- 
ton seed ineal would produce as much milk 
as two bushels of any other food they 
hadtried. The products of the cotton seed 
are new and they have been required to muke 
their way against prejudice, tu supersede 
established articles of commerce and ot com- 
mon They have therefore had to 
move slowly, but they have moved 
none the less surely. Their su- 
perior quality is now confessed = on 
all sides and the future 1s plain’ sailing. 
Therejs no doubt in my mind, and I am not 
an enthusiastic man, and have studied the 
question very closely, that in afew years we 
shall have cotton mills at every available 
— in the south and that the 
yulk of -the seed of the cotton 
crup shall be made merchantable 
as cotton asi, lint, meal and vil, and that the 
oll produced from the seed shall be refined so 
that it will command a high price and com- 
mend itself to domestic use. In this way we 
shall add millions to the value of our staple 
crop, and establish two important industries 
inthe south in addition to what we have 
already.”

After securing these facts I sought Mr. 
Albert Thornton,who is now engaged in pur- 


chasing the machinery fora new cotton seed 
oil mill to be established in Atlanta, and 
who betore detiammMing pon this investment 
luadé careful investigations as to the proba- 
ble profit. TI give what he says: 

‘The eost of our mill will be about thirty- 

» thousand dollars; this includes the very 
best of machinery that is for sale. Cheap 
machinery conid be had for less. The capacity 
OF tints mill will be twenty barrels for every 
ten hours. In estimating the capacity ‘of 
lnachinery, however. makers usually consider 
aday- as twenty-three hours, ranning night 
and day. The capacity of our machinery on 
this basis would be fifty barrels per day.”’ 

What working capital will you use?’ 

“T should say probably ten thousand dol- 
lars. This added to the cost of our machin- 
ery would make $45, 0—say an investment 
af SOO”? 

“Now, what profits do you expect?” 

“Ttis hard to say definitely, but I have no 
hesit tion in giving you the jigures that kave 
induced us to buy. Sixty bushels of cotton 
seed make aton. The price now is frem ten 
to twelve cents, but I estimate to lav them 
down at our mill at20 cents, as the price will 
advance. On this basis a ton of seed will 
cost say S12. Now for the product. We will 
get thirty-live gallonsof oil which nee sells at 
40 cents a gallon. Ithimk the price ef this will 
advance with the price of cotion seed, 
and with its general introduction, but at 
present prices the 35 gallons of oil which a 
ton of seed would yield would give us $14 for 
the oil. Then we get, say 25 pownds of lint 
saved from the seed. Many put this at sixty 
pounds, but with the improved gins now 
used, there is notso much left on the seed. 
This dint sells at six and a-half eentsa pound, 
would give us ‘say adollar and sixty cents. 
Ther we have 90 pounds of cotton cake 
worth a dollar and a quarter. ‘The hulls are 
used for fuel, and the pot ash in each ton ef 
the ashes is worth say 30 cents. This makes 
the total product for a ton of seed which cost 
$12 worth about $17.15, or @ press profit of 
about five dollam a ton; as the mill will werk 
twenty tons by running tens hours 4 day, 
this would be awrotit of one hundred dollars 
for the day’s evork The vost of making; 
this would be $15 ta cay for labor, ' 
mcluding a superintendent, a book-keeper, a 
skilled workman and six ce@ammon laborers 
Fuel wouid be provided by the bulls of the 
reed. The interest on the igvestment would 
be say, ten dollars a working day. Tor ine- 
‘dentats ten dollarsa day, amd tor wear and 
tear of machinery say, ten dollars a day. This 
makes a total cost of $15 per day, or, to put.it 
in round tigures, $50 a day on a gross profitef 
100 aday. This would give us a return-of 
about 5U per cert on our lavestment abeve 
the interest of eight percent, which is charged 
upin expenses. These arethe ceneral figures 
upon which we have determined to gu iaito 
the business.” 

‘If these fissaves are correct, 
more cotton seed oil mills are 
built?” 

“Simply because the business has just beer 
establsined. The growth in cotton seed oil 
mills nas been wonderful, and in my opinion 
has just fairly started. Another thing that 
bas retarded the development of this interest 
is the difficulty-of getting seed. That is the 
one point that bothers us new, but I believe 
we can getenough to run us, I bave several 
Jetters now from parties wanting to buy sesd 
for us, and guaranteeing to sell usat less then 
fifteen cents a bushel. Under the system of 
eustom gins which is now being established, 
it is easier to buy seed than before. Most ef 
the cotton seed uecuaiulating at these gins 
belongs to tenznts, who would sell it atalmest 
any price rather than haul it back to their 
farms. Mr. Sykes, of Hogansviile, tells me 
that he could bave sold me 25,000 bushels 
of eatton seed = last year at 19; 
cents a bushel. I believe 
we can get all that we need. Of course I am!

business myself, my interests would naturally 
be the other way. I simply desire to give an 
answer to your questions and to sgores of let- 
ters that have been written me Mawlng Inqul- 
ries similar to those you bave received. I 
don't know that the figures I have g:ven you 
can be realized by any one else. I don't 
know that we will realize them. I simply 
know that they are in general terms the basis 
on which we have determined to make an 1n- 
vestment of about $40,000.”’ 

The above answers all the questions that I 
ean think of in conneetion with this sabject. 
W hat I have written has bees wfth a view of 
presenting in general terms the figures 
of cost and profit in an industry that must 
prove of vast benefit to the south if developed, 
und J believe profitable to those engaged init. 
Of course no business man should make any 
venture involving an outlay of $50.000 with- 
out personally investigating the details for | 
himself and acting on his own judgement. 
If what has been written will serve to simply 
call the attenUon of people having money to 
invest to this industry that promises so much, 
all the purposes for which it has been written 
will have been fully met.

In my vault below, the thermometer 
usually stands at 50 degrees Farenheit. 
“Smilax and f.rns are the main supports of 
the bouquets. There is a popular legend that 
ferns have no seeds. I believe that was the 
universal belief ainong the ancients. Even 
our ancestry of the middle ages imagined that 
the seed was invisible, and coucluded that 


seed about their persons would also become 
invisible. In some parts of England the tra- 
ditional belief that fern seed renders the 
wearer invisible is still retained, and very 
curious are the directions for securing the pre- 
cious mites. Ferns, so the legend runs, blooms 
and seeds, only at 12 o'clock on midsummer 
night, and to catch the seed, twelve pewter 
plates must be taken. The woundrous seed, 
it isaftirmed, will pass through eleven of the 
plates and rest only on the twelfth. Another 
popular superstition among the ignorant 1s 
that the roots of the fern are connected with 
each other all over the country, and that the 
termination of the root of any one fern,when 
growing wild, is not to be found. Certainly 
the roots of ferns stretch toa very long dis- 
tance. but as fur the seeds, look at this fern 
leaf in my hand.’ Do you see those brown 
specks on the back of the leaf? Those are 
fern seed. Now,it you thinkthey will make 
you invisible you are welcome to put themin 
your pocket.”

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The Old-Fashioned Banker. 

The old-fashioned banker used to go to his 
oflice so punctually that you might seta town 
clock by him.

BULLOCK. 
i rettrtnenemnie 
Productive Elements to the Front—Internal Reve. 
mue-—Wois«y and Tobacco—Buried Bour- 
bonus— Internal Improvements—The 
Recent Tariff Conventions.

National Republican, Washington, D.c. 
Meoting ox-Governor Bullock. of Georgia, who is 
largely interested in cotton manufacturing at At- 
lanta and is the chairman of the delegations ap- 
pointed by the Western and Southern Tariff Con- 
vention, held at Chicago early in November last 
and of the National Tariff Convention, late ly held 
in Now York, a reporter of the Repubsican request- 
ed the governor's views on several subjects. 


A TALK 


Toen inquiry as to the cause for the interest dis- 
played by hissection in tariff iInatters, the governor 
replied: 

“The progressive and productive elements of the 
south are now properly ¢ ming to the front and 
themse! ves under the stimnlus of material 
growth and interests and under the lead of business 
men as distinguished frem theoretical] politicians, 
We of the south inthe past have cultivated our 
miuds in building up theories that Kad no firm 
foundation exoept in the Compulsory) laborof other 
men's muirscle. Now we appreciate hot only the 
necessity but the advantage of each individual 
Subjecting his own hand to the dictate’s of his own 
mina, that he may not only become dexterous but 
ambidexterous, and thus turn his thoughts into 
things. To thus dignify labor by encouraging its 
tutelligent application we kuow that we mus} estab- 
lish and sustain diversified industries “moug our 
people. We must place ourselves in closer accord 
with the policy and practice which has made 


asserting 


the 
northern and eastern section of our common coun- 


try the rival of the world in all skilled jndustries 
and scientific attainwents. 
the material interest of our section and people in 
higher regard than the partisan advantage of any 
political organiza ion are now moving in this direc 
jon. We aecept all the results of the war and desire 
weonter as tricndly contest with youin the indus. 
tries Ol Deuce. We are Americans, and we believe 
in the policy of protection for American Capital and 
labor against foreign competition on jand and on 
the sea. The illiterate energy of my section is 
vastly more in need of this protective policy than 
the dexterous and ingenious artasans of this Sec- 
lion, and we hope you will allunite in maintain- 
ing this true internal policy of protection against 
the insidious influences of external competitors.’ 
‘How about the question of internal revenue?” 
Governor Bullocs—‘'I think the entire system of 
direct taxcs by the general government should be 
abolished as rapidly as in the wisdom of congress 
that end can be reached. So far as my section is 
concerned the enforcement of these revenue laws 
is necessarily inquisitorial and irksome to the 
people, without being remunerative to the govern- 
iment. Ours is a wide country, sparsely settled, 
and without artificial means of transportation, and 
our mountain farmers cannot afford to haul corn 
to market in bulk. They musi either feed it to 
hogsand drive to market on foot or put it into 
spirits in order to have return for their labor in 
makingacrop. The same is true as to the fruit 


Those of us who hold | 


crop of the middle and lower sections. Under the 
necessary safeguards in the revenue latws a farmer | 
cannot afford to become a licensed manufacturer | 
of spirits and thus his means of makinga support 
for nimself and family is denied to him by law. 
The same trouble is found in the cultivation of to- 
bacco. The man who raises cabbage is free, but he 
who raises tobacco isa slave to the necessary inspec: 
tions and exactions of the excise laws."’ 

‘Are your people united on this question?" 

Governor Bullock—‘No, not entirely. Under the 
revenue laws capitalists necessarily have a mo- 
nopoly of the whisky and tobacco’ business. 
They can comply with the expensive requirements 
of the law by establishing large inustitutious, and 
their interests are promoted by continuing the 
present system. Butat least three-four hs of the } 
people are opposed to the law, and prefer that the 
goverument should raise all needed revenue by) 
custoins dues on imported articies. itis proper to 
say, also, that allare not in favor of a protective 


tariff, but sentiment on that subject is changing 
rapidly to the protective side as our people study | 
the subject andl realize our changed industrial con- 
dition.’’ 

“Was the south represenied in either of the tariff 
conventions lately held?’’ 

Governor Builock—‘Yes. At Chicago the iron, 
coal and cotton interests of the south were repre- 
sented, and at New York these interests were repre- 
sented, and in addition the sugar and rice interests” 
sent deleganions of able men.”’ 

“What general facts were elicited by the discus- 
Ssious in those conventions?’ 

Governor Bullock—The discussions were very 
free and full, and the conclusions reached by ex- 
per:ence and statistics as there brought out sustain 
ihe important fact that the effect of the last twenty 
years of a protective tariff policy has been to estab- 
lish themanufacture in this country of every pro- 
tected article heretofore manufactured abroad, and 
at hesame time by home competition the selling 
price of the article has beén reduced, the wages of 
the artisan and the price and consumption of farm 
products largely increased. 

‘Has your delegation been well received here?’’ 

Governor Bullock—Yes, witii great courtesy and 
liberality by Congress and by the President, and all 
of us feel gratified by the considerate temper which 
seems to control the administrative and legislative 
branches of the Government. 

“What is the general condition 
Georgia?”’ 

Goveraor Bullock—Very satisfactory. We have 
always keptastep ahead of our neighbors on inter- 
nal improvement, and since we have buried our 
Bourbons we have taken a new stride in advance. 
Within the last three years over $2,000,000 have been 
invested in manufacturing euterprises, and nearly 
€10,.090,000 have been invested and contracted for in 
new railroads in our state. 

“What do you mean by having buried your 
Bourbons?" 

Governor Bullock—Why, when Governor Col- 
quitt appointed Governor Brown to the United 
StatesSenate the Bourbons denounced the act be- 
cause Brown had recommended our peuple to ac- 
cept reconstruction, voted forGrant, accepted 6 Re- 
publican nomination for United States Senator in 
1848, and accepted an appointment as chief justice 
of our Supreme Court from me. These were un- 

vardonable politicalsins in Bourbon eyes, and both 
Galquit and Brown were doomed. But the people 
re-clected Colquitt and a Legislature that elected 
Brown to the United States Senate bs a two-thirds 
majority after he had, in a public speech the night 
before, reiterated his own adherence to and ap- 
proval of all the political acts and views to which 
the Bourbons objected. The platform upon which 
this campaign was wonis as broad and liberal as any 
Republican could ask for, and the laws are impar- 
tially administered on all race questions. We have 
‘‘froe schools, a free ballot, and a fair count,’’ and 
there is uoissue left us now to fight over except as 
to who shall hold the offices, Wecan get upa lively 
and patriotic war over that most any day. rhe 
menin Georgia who made reconstruction possible 
or maintained it can take care of themselves. When 
any pary or candidate undertakes to profit by 
making war on them or their principles they muke 
their influence manifest. We vote the National 
Kepublican ticket, but do as we please as to ‘home 

rule.”

The exact origin of the fire 1s yet unknown. 
it is generally conceded, however, that Mr. 
Cheshire was right when he said it did not 
begin in the rearof Dohme & Duffy’s. The 
building which was first destroyed was 
a one-story — brick with a front - 
age of about seventy-tive feet. This was di- 
vided into three stores, each with a basement. 
One store was occupied by McNaught « 
Scrutchin, hardware; another by Dohme & 
Duffy, groceries, and the other by Thomus, 
Richter & Co., furniture. These stores were 
about one hundred feet deep, and were all 
connecced by bridges leading from the rear 
doors, with a two-story brick just in the rear 
This rear building was about eighteen feet 
from the front building, and was built of 
brick. It was divided into three parts, corre- 
sponding with the = front building, 
and was used as packing and_ stor- 
age rooms by the firis con- 
trolling it. There were three bridges between 
the two buildings, but in addition to this 
combustible matter there was nothing save 
the windows and doors which could carry the 
fire from the one to the other. Messrs. 
Thomas, Richter & Co. used this rear build 
ing for a repair, packing and store room and 
here they also manufactured mattresses. 
During the day Monday workmen were en- 
gaged in these rooms. In the rear of the 
second floor there Was a small open stove in 
Which there had been a fire, and here it 
is thought the fire begun, for when it was 
first located it was bursting through a window 
within two feet of the store. Tie room was 
full of mattresses, light goods and resinous 
wood, and with a jump the flames bounded 
forward towards Whitehall. The firemen at 
first concentrated their efforts upon the rear 
building, but before they had gotten fairly to 
work the Humes had eaten their 
Way into the front building and 
then the conflagration became general. 
The warcroom in rear of Dohme & Duffy's 
Store was used by Thomas Ritcher & Co. as a 
packing room also, and here as well as in the 
room directly behind their own store they 
had a countiess number of mattresses, ete. 
The walls between these rooms were thin, 
With many openings, and inthis way the 
flames made almost as rapid an advance upon 
Dohme & Dutfy°as upon Thomas, Ritcher 
& Co., hence the appeurance of the simulta- 
neous conflagration, : 
Next to Dohme & Duily’s was McNaught & 
Scrutchins, and this was the last store on the 
north side to burn, This one was not entirely 
destroyed, but s0 near complete was its de- 
struction that the casual observer would say 
it was ‘“‘burntup.’”’ The fire proof wall north 
of this building was thought to have saved 
the building next to it, but the timbers left 
unburnt induce the belief that the hard work 
of the firemen did no little in stopping the 
flames here. 

Adjoining the building on the south side 
was a two-story brick belonging to the Broad 
estate and occupied by Lieberman & Kauf- 
man as a trunk factory. This building was a 
deep one and contained a large stuck of 
trunks, valises, etc ‘The walls were thin. In 
addition to this there were many windows in 
the rear, andin this way the flames from the 
furniture house were soon penetrating the 
trunk factory. This building had for its 
southern bofindary a two-story brick, owned 
by Mr. Tom Alexander, Jr.,and occupied by 
Mr. W. A. Shannon, grocer, and through 
the dividing wall the flamies 
crawled in no time, but a 
fire-prouf wall on the south stopped the blaze 
and coniined the destruction to the three 
buildings, 

THE SUFFERERS BY TIE FIRE. 

The one building in which the three stores 
were, belonged to Mr. W. D. Grant. It was 
an old building, but was well put up, as the 
standing walls testify. It was worth about 
$20,000 and was insured for about $12,000. 
He will rebuild. 

The building belonging to the Broad estate 
was worth asimuch as Mr. Grant's, and was 
well insured, but on account of the absence 
from the city of Mr Conly, the administra- 
tor, the amount of the insurance could not 
be obtained. It is known, however, that 
there was a policy for $2,500 in the Queen and 
one for $2,400 in the Williamsburg. 

The building belonging to Mr. Alexander 
was worth about $138,000, and was well in- 
sured. He had $1,500 in the Westchester, 
$1,500 in the Mechanics’, besides other poli- 
cies, the amount of which are not known. 

Thomas, Richter & Co. ,had a large stock of 
fine goods that was valued at about $20,000. 
But little was taken from the burning build- 
ing, and that was greatly damaged. They 
had but little insurance—about ten thousand 
dollars. Their books and papers were in 
their safe, and the exact amount of their in- 
surance cannot yet be ascertained. However, 
$6,000 is known, and is as follows:

-rofessor Joseph Le Conte, in arecent lec- 
ture on corals, corrected a widespread misun- 
derstanding respecting corals and coral reefs. 
‘The populur ideais, says M. Le Conte, that 
these animals are little insects; that they 
build hike ants and bees do, and when they 
are alarmed they disappear into their little 
burrows, and these reets are accumulations of 


after generation. 
mal is @ polyp belonging to the group of ra- 
diatia; that it consists of limestone deposits 
in the shape ef a hollow cylinder with top 
and bottom disks, surmounted with teatacles, 
containing a stomach and enveloped with gel- 
atinous organic matter. The tentacles or 
arnmis are provided each with a mouth for the 
absorption of food. The coral is cearline 
limestone after the gelatinous organic envel- 
ope is decayed ami removed. The animals 
which build reefs are not much larger than 
pinheads, 

heel building corals will not grow ata 
depth of over one bundred to one hundred 
and twenty feet. There have been reef-build- 
ing corals found at a depth of one thousand 
feet, but they were dead—drowned by being 
carried below their depth. This confines them 
to coast lines and submarine banks. €oral: 
will not grow where the temperature is below 
sixty eight degrees at any time—that is, the 
ocean, nut the air. Therefore they are con- 
fined to the tropical regions. They will not 
grow except in clear salt water; hence there is 
ulWays a break in reefs opposite the mouth of 
ariver. IT inally, they demand free exposure 
to the beating of the waves. The more vio- 
lently the waves beat the more rapidly the 
corals grow, because the agitation gives them 
ventilation. Corals will grow in the face of 
waves Whose beating would gradually wear 
away a Wall of granite. ‘Ihe four kinds of 
coral reefs found in the Pacific ocean are 
fringe reefs, barrier reefs, circular reefs—in- 
closing Jagoons in the ocean—and small 
lagoonless coral islands,

The first piece of gold found in California 
was worth 50 cents, and the second S. Since 
that time one nugget has been found worth 
$45,000; two, $21,000; one, $10,000; two, $8,- 
OOO; one, $5,500; four, $5 000; twelve worth 
from $3,000 to $4,000. and eighteen worth 
91,000 to $2,000, have been found and record- 
ed in the history of the state. In addition to 
the above, numberless nuggets worth from 
3100 to $500 are mentioned in the annals of 
California gold mining during the last thirty 
years. From the date of the discovery of 
gold in California to the present time the 
yield has been about $1,000,000,000; there- 
fore it is very easy to’ see the smali figure 
that nuggets tut in the gold yield. Big nug- 
gets are very fine things to show, but 
aiter all it is the fine gold—the dust—that 
shows up. Although ten years younger than 
California, and a producer of a Jess precious 
metal, Nevada has yieldedin good solid silver 
bars $275,000,000. The annual product of 
goid is now less than $1,000,000 throughout 
the world, and its foreign coinage has prac- 
tically ceased. In the United States the pro- 
duction of gold has of late years greatly di- 
In 1878 it was $47,000,000; in 1879 
it was $38,900,000, and in 1880 but $36,000,000.
